Newcomers are warned that Lake 


Mendota has- many cold spring-s, 
which invariably cause cramps and 
that sudden severe squalls on the 
lake are an almost daily occurrence. 
The dangers which Mendota presents 
are -well known to Madisonians, and 
are recognized by them. Most of 
the accidents befall strangers. 


Because of danger great precau- 


tions have been-taken by city and 
university authorities to prevent ac- 
cidents, and the city council has 
passed an ordinance covering canoe- 
ing and swimming which 
will be 


strictly' enforced by Captain Isabel 
and the municipal police force. 


The ordinance follows:
